Red Cross Appeals 
For Help for Refugees 


Time is rutining out for hun- 
dreds of thousands of human be- 
ings ot the brink of death by 
starvation and disease as 4 result 
of the Nigeria-Biafra conflict. 
“Unless fresh help comes from 
people everywhere, even more 
victims face further deprivation,” 
according to George Conner, 
chairman of the Berkeley-Albahy 
Red Cross chapter. 

The desperate need at the mo 
rhent is for funds to get the re- 
lief supplies now on hand to the 
People Who need them. Quoting 
Pierte Gaillard, a director of the 
International Committee of the 
Red Cross (ICRC), Conner said, 
“Eight million dollars’ will be re- 
quired over the next four months 
to meet the mounting costs of 
chartering and leasing planes, 
boats, trucks and other forms of 
trahsportation.’’ 

The ICRC is coordinating the 
huge relief operation which in- 
cludes national Red Cross soci- 
eties, governments, church 
groups and other voluntary agen- 
cies from all over the world. 

To ease the immediate crisis, 
the American National Red Cross 
has sent-a contribution of $50,000 
to the ICRC and has appealed to 
its 3,300 chapters to encotirage 
contributions to thé relief pro- 
gram, the largest undertaken 
since World War II. Donations 
may be sent through the Berke- 
ley-Albany Red Cross chapter, 
2116 Allston Way, Berkeley. 

The only means of getting food 





and medicine into Biafra is by 
airlift from the island of Fernan- 
do Po. Six Red Cross plaries, 
flying mostly at night and using 
makeshift landing strips, have 
been bringing relief supplies into 
the stricken area since early Sep- 
tember. Ten times this number 
of planes will be needed to halt 
the growing starvation, the ICRC 
estimates. 

In territory occupied by feder- 
al Nigerian troops, thousands of 
Biafrans are still hiding in the 
bush, afraid to come out for food, 
To reach these starving and di- 
seased people and provide them
